jured. One group, all of whom suf- 
fered only slight wounds, got to- 
gether on our ship's decks the after- 
noons of February 21 and 22 to com- 

pare stories of their lucky escapes. 
•'Those Japs acted like a bunch of 

doggone fools.’’ said one marine, 
who was wounded by shrapnel in his 
leg as he tossed grenades into an 

enemy pillbox. 
Appeared Doped. 

“We would toss in a few grenades 
and out would come these doggone 
Japs in a frantic charge. They acted 
like they were doped. They weren't 
yelling, though—not until they were 
hit.” He continued: 

“I dropped two grenades right in 
their fire trench and they sure 
started yellowing then.” 

Our hospital ship, greeted by the 
boom of war guns, plowed into the 
Iwo Jima battleground the morning 
of D day plus one. 

Doctors and nurses lined the 
rails watching flashes from the 
ships' guns of the amphibious fleet 
and answering puffs from the island. 
Smoke was blasting up from hits 
ashore, ringing the island like a 
San Francisco fog. 

We watched waves of marines 
waiting in small boats to back up 
their buddies who already had made 
beach landings. If I weren't too 
dumb I would have been terribly 
afraid. News of the battle was 

blaring over our ship’s loudspeaker 
as I sat on deck writing. 

At first I used binoculars to watch 
gun flashes on the horizon as we 
neared the little island. Later I 
didn't need any glasses. 

We "were interrupted soon—very- 
soon—by a new voice blaring forth 
on the loudspeaker: 

“All stretcher bearers attention!” 
Over the side came the ship's 

first wounded. War is not unreal. 
These are real men and they are 

wounded. They are not complain- 
ing. 

“Help these other fellows. I'm 
not hurt bad,” one begged. 

Guns kept booming and the i 
flashes crew brighter. 

Faced Real Fight. 
At first I kept waiting for the 

pleasant-voiced announcer to ex- 

plain that this is the way the 
might of the American Navy took; 
Iwo Jima. But Iwo wasn't taken 
yet. The island still was fighting1 
back—viciously. It still was, as j 
our ship left the scene laden with’ 
wounded. 

For hours I W’atched the wounded, 
lifted carefully by stretcher bearers; 
up the swaying gangway into this! 
white ship. I saw one youthful! 
marine, face drawn in pain, jump! 
off a stretcher, protesting somebody j 
worse off than he should be carriedj 
aboard. 

"Don t let them carry me Don't! 
let them. I can walk, see?” and off! 
across the deck he went, limping 
badly but walking proudly. 

There were unexpected reunions, 
too. 

One b’end boy in an upper bunk 
in the surgical ward spotted a buddy i 
acros tHe room and yelled, "I j 
thought you'd never make It. pal!’’j 

I seem to hate been quite a sur- 

prise myself. 
"Well. I'll be doggoned!” one 

wounded man called from a: 
stretcher. ‘‘You old woman! What 
in thunder are you doing here?”

“We were flushing them out of 
pillboxes,” he said, “when suddenly 
one of them reared up and let fly 
with a grenade. I’ve never seen 
such a good shot. All I got was a 

little nick, but some of the fellows 
didn’t fare so well.” 

“Attacking Iw'o’s black beach on 

D day was like stepping into a 

white-hot furnace.” the marines 
said. Some were hit when they were 

on the beach only a few minutes. 
Others didn’t even get out of their 
landing boats. Some moved far 
inland before they fell. 

On the way back from Iwo this 

•hip carried the less seriously 
wounded in bunks arranged on deck. 
Iwo’s toll was like that. 

One of the nurses aboard said her 
brother was in the force attacking 
Iwo. She did her work, although 
she must have been keeping her 
fingers crossed, and she hardly could 
have helped worrying as each new 
load of wounded arrived aboard.

Greeks Fear Turkey 
May Claim Dodecanese 
By the Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Feb. 24.—Greeks, fear- 
ing that Turkey’s declaration of war 
against Germany may result in 
claims to at least some of the Do- 
decanese Islands, took a cold view 
today of the Turkish entry into the 
conflict. 

(Ankara dispatches said one 

of the most likely military 
results of Turkey’s declaration 
would be Turkish assistance in 
cleaning up German-held islands 
In the Aegean, including the 
Dodecanese, which lie off the 
Turkish coast and were Italian 
before the war. The remainder 
of the island dotted Aegean is 
largely Greek.) 

Chiang's Rule Defended 
By 13 Chinese Papers 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Peb. 24.—Thirteen 
Chinese daily newspapers and three 
monthlies today defended Chiang 
Kai-shek’s government against 
charges of corruption and ineffici- 
ency brought two weeks ago by 10 
other Chinese journals in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Chiang's “national government, 
with the assistance of our allied 
nations, is striving to do everything 
feasible that will enhance China's 
military effectiveness,” they said in 
a statement made public here. 

Replying to the other group's de- 
mands that Chiang restore many 
powers to the people, the news- 

papers said the generalissimo had 
promised to do so “as soon as the 
military situation has become so 
stabilized as to enable us to launch
